They | 
vary from almost nothing in/ 
a few old districts that have) 
paid out the capital cost of 
their works and have power 
installations that produce in- 
cidental revenues, to as 
much as $34.85 per acre-foot 
of water delivered. 

A great variety of pay- 
ments and ass€ssments are 
used in combination, making 
comparisons difficult. These 
districts must pay operations 
and maintenance costs as 
well as repay any borrow- 
ings. The cost per acre-foot 
of water may vary from year 
to year, because the costs of 
operations may change. 

About half of California’s 
irrigation water is obtained | 
from underground. Few wells’ 
are attesian anymore, $0 | 
there are pumping costs. One: 
farmer in the San Joaquin} 
Valley told me recently he 
paid for power alone $10 for 
each acre-foot of water) 
pumped from his well. The/ 
amortization of the cost of 
the well was not figured by.
